P. Lee t as an invaluable medicine, in alin<ft every 
dileafe incident to mankind, and palming the fame upon the public, un- 
der the patronage nf the Connecticut Medical Society j which adver- 
ifements. in ihe opinion of the Convention, are derogatory to its cha- 
aDer, and calculated n impofeon the public — matter therein dated be- 
•>lsly incorreel : They therefore think proper to make the fol- 
I ftatement of their proceedings relative to the faid Lee's r.oflrum, 
' their Annual Convention in Oft 'her laft. « The Proprietor of the 
id noftrum having conttavened a Bye-law of faid Society, in vending 
<« pills, was fummoned 'o anfwer before the Convention, for a breach 
fits Bye- laws — he appeared —and in obedience to a Bye-hw of the 
•onvention, <!ifclofed on oa'h, the ingredients of his composition, and 
y that mean avoided expulfion." 

That the Convention ever folicited the Proprietor to reveal the fecref, 

r approbated the comrxfition after he had difclofed the fanr-, is not 

bat it in tne opinion of the Convention, that an iodifcriminate 

fe of hid Pills, are not advifeable : th?t in many of ihe cafes in *hich 

Vy are recoTunen' ! ed, they are inefficacious, and in othen injurious : 

And as almoft one feventh pait of their compoGtion is meraurv ; and as 

ilfo, f>(iie other "ery active ingredients, the judgmenr 

-ci.in is as necelTary to determine the expediercy of 

heir exhibition, as a! molt any other medicine in ufe ; 

•bin the knowledge of fome of the members of the Con- 
F« of them has occaliuned falivation.

Whereas certain inconveniences have, and continually areariGog from 
the Secretary's not having been fworn into office— Therefore, 

Voted, That the Secretary be required to take an oath, to perform 
faithfully the duties of laid office.— The following Oath was directed 
as a form : 

You A. B. being chofen Secretary to the Connecticut Medical Society, 
dopwemr that you nvill record all votes of Convention, aid give true 
copies oj the fame, when thereto requeued ; andfatthjully to perform all 
the duties relating to /aid office So help you God. 

Ordained by this Convention, That if any member of thi3 Society 
fliall make and vend any Noftrum, after the firft day of January next, 
and being thereof convicled, (hall be expelled the Society : any former 
Bye-law ot this Convention to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Rcfolved by this Convention, That the Trcafurei be direcled forth- 
with to call on the feverid County Clerks, for their returns, and pay- 
ment of all arrearages of Taxes ; and all Examining Committees for 
fees for licencing Candidates; aud that the feveral County Clerks be 
direcled to enforce their collections according to law. 

Voted, That a tax of one dollar be laid on the iefpeclive members of 
the Medical Society. 

Voted, That the Treafurer be directed to make payment of the de- 
bentures prefented this day, by Mr. Gideons, from the ettate of Doftor 
Tames Potter, as faon as money to the amount can be colle&ed into the 

Treafury. 

Voted, That the Auditors of the Trealurer's accounts, appointed laft 
October, be continued. 

Voted, To adjourn this Convention to the firft Wednefday following 
the fecond Thurfday in Oclober next, then to meet at Mr. Afa Mor- 
gan's, innkeeper in New-Haven.
